“The world has decreed thai the 
woman and home must stay together 
while the man goes about his busi- 
ness or his pleasures—the tied-up 
woman and the foot-loose man. 

‘Innocence has ‘been esteemed a 
young girl's greatest charm, but what 
good has her innocence done her? No 
good at all! It is not calculated to 
co her good—her good is not the 
prime consideration, It makes her 
more charming in the eyes of men. 
but it may bring her great unhapp!- 
ness.” 

Whether the reader agrees with all 
these thrusts and lashings, there is nc 
question about the brilliance, wit an¢e 
pungency of these pages, and Mrs 
McClung will widen her already great 
circle of admirers by this novel collec- 
tion of opinions.—Toronto Globe,

PLANT OF BETHLEHEM 


STEEL CO; IMMENSE LOSS 


800 Guns in Course of Completion 
For Allies and U. 8S. Are 
Destroyed 


BUILDING BURNED OOST 
THREE MILLIONS TO BUILD 


Fire Started in Oil Conduit Close 
to Entrance of Machine 
Shop. 


Soutn Bethlehem, iPa., Nov. 10.— 
The tire which virtually destroyed the 
No. 4 machine shop of the Bethlehem 
Steel Co., here, today, was finally ex- 
tinguished this afternoon, after caus- 
ing damage unofficially estimated at 
from $1,090,000 to $4,000,000 The 
ompany has not yet issued any state- 
ment as to the loss. 

South Bethlehem (Pa, Nov. 10.—Fire 
early today almost completely des- 
troyed the No. 4 machine shop of the 
Rethichem Steet Cn, Only the skele- 
on of the building Is standing, Mn- 

hine and war material in the 
buildi 
of dollars, 

How the fire started is not known. 
It was discovered in what is known 
is the boring mill section of the plant 
imong a quantity of ofl. The fire 
spread rapidly and soon the entire 
building was in flames. The fire de- 
partment of the steel plant s cabled 
into action, as well as the de rtments 
from four néighboring towns, but 
thelr efforts were mainly devoted to 
saving adjoining property. 

Guns Valued at Millions, 

The value of the guns alone tn the 
shop is said to be several million dol- 
lars.

In 
the neighborhood of 800 men were 
at work when the fire started and sv 
rapidly did {t spread that some em- 
ployees had iftO make their escape ‘by 
means of ropes from the = different 
floors. 

Started in Oil. 

From workinen it was learned that 
the fire wtarted among oll near the 
entrance to the plant. This off flows 
in conduits and is ueed to gather up 
flying chips which escape in the éper- 
ation of gut boring. (There was only 
a spark of fire at first’ when some 
workmen started to put it ont by 
throwing on water. Then followed a 
mighty flash and up leaped a flame 
es high as the structure, which seemed 
at once to envelop the whole of the 
bie ‘building. 

The fire started on the south side of 
the Dnilding and soon ate its way 
through the structure on the north 
ride. Floor after floor, loaded down 
with machinery, collapsed and fell 
to the first floor, wheré it lay in a 
jumbled mass, 

As far as known, there was no loss 
of life The fire probably will burn
